which he began were an‘ wered with loud shouts 
of Mern. . 

The Prince thanked the deputation for the

usefully act as a meintcr of the Sanitary Board: 
(Applause). 

Dr, Hartigan heartily concurred with Mr. 
Francle’s opinions, and hoped that the Govero- 
ment, who he could not think hed consiered 
the matter very fully, would now tee the matter 
fn {ts trae Nghe unmindfal of intividaal prejudice, 
or fngrained of almost natural official distike to 
anything however humble in the form ef popolar 
representation. The Legislature had deliberately 
chosen, withont publicly giving any reason 
whatever, to give the Health Officer such a 
stalus as must necessarily entail elther a dual 
centro] in sanitary matters, or enable the 
Government, through en officer tesponsible to 
itself alone, to direct or hamper the action of the 
Boerd ; {4 short to subordinate the Board to an 
¢fficer whose instructions may emanate from the 
prolific’ brain of an Actlog Assistant Deputy 
Colonial Secretary. Umer plaad No Board having 
the allghtest self-respect could acquiesce in such 
a0 arrangement; no men would throw away 
thelr the in attending such « farcical perform. 
ance as the Board's meetings would be, They 
would only be equalted by the Legislative Coun- 
cilaolemnly debating whether they should vate 
acertato sum of money to the Home Govern. 
racnt when the cash was already placed to the 
Crown Agents’ credit In London,’ (Laughter). 
Some people declared that the members of the 
Board were making a fuse overa trifle, The 
Colonial Secretary called: ft a trifle; he (Dr, 
Hartigan) called ft principle. ‘The Government 
could not hunt with the hare and ron with the 
hounds, If they want one man power let them 
try tt honestly, though {t might acem tke going 
back in a small way from 19°h century Ideas to 
the good old times of George III, and Lord 
North, 

Mr. Lelgh sald he must certatnty resign his 
seat, as a member of the Permanent Com- 
mit'ee, and secondly ax a member of the Board, 
He.could not any longer consent to act upon the 
Roard ‘unless the whole: system were changed, 
He bad been a member ef the Board only a 
year, but his positton on-the Permanent Com- 
mittee bad involved a considerable amount of 
work, Tf, however, the Board was restricted {n 
any way, he could not act upon it any longer. 
Tt was quite clear that the Government destred 
todo without them, All tight; let them.do so. 
Let it go on With its own one-hand aathority, 


‘and the landlords of this colony and the rate- 


Ptyers geverally would Ilve to rue the day. . 

Dr. Ho Kal hoped the three gentlemen would 
reconsider thelr dectston of resigning until the 
matter was given further consideration [at this 
potnt Mr. Francts left the room] as by resigning 
they would be playing Into the hands of 
thelr enemles, who wished’ to get rid of 
them. He thought the passing of the Ordinance 
was a mistake, and that the Medical Officer 
should have been attached to the Board {n a 
similar way to any other officer, He proposed 
the following rerolution :—' That a fetier ba 
addressed ta the Colonlal Secretary asking that 
His Excellency the Governor be pleased to make 
an order directing that the Medical Officer of 
Health shall not ‘only advise the Board but 
asulst the Board in the carrying out of its various 
executive duties and at all times place his wer- 
vices at the disposal of the Board, so that by 
resolutfon the Board can delegate to him part or 
any of Its powers, duties, or functions; and, 
farther, that the Government be requested to 
place the Medical Officer of Health in the same 
pontion as far as precticable In relation to this 
Board as a Health Officer {s to the Sanitary 
Authority of his District at home.” 

The Director of Public Works sounded the 
resolution and expressed at the remarks which 
had been made, and {t appeared to bim that 
members bad assembled for the porpose of 
caualng the collision which they all prophes'ed the 
Government would creste for iteclf, He wan ata 
lous to concelve why obj-ctlon should be made 
to the Health Officer receiving bis Instructions 
from the, Governor, as there was nothing in the 
Ordinance to permit of anyone giving instruc: 
tlons contrary to the wisbey of the Board, That 
also was, in plan languaze, simply moonshine, 
and there existed no justification whatever. ‘for 
such utterance, :

ing Mr. Francis's motlon, I certainly think that 
if, alter that letter, we stord by and did nothing, 
wa should be grievously neglecting our datles, 
It fs mach better to try to keep out the disease 
than try to stamp It out afterwards-—a course 
we may have to adopt [f the proclamation isnot . 
{usued. : . 

Dr. Ho Kal—I thiok the issue of the pro. 
clamatton may be necessary, I thiak the best 
thing we can do at present Is to advise the 
Government ta keep the plague out of the colony 
by a pointing = medical man to keep a strict 
watch on the people coming from Macao, and 
taking such measures 9s may be necessary to 
Isolate or to keep fn order such people who had, 
fn the ‘opinion of a medical man, contracted the 
disease, Ifthe motion proposed by Mr, Francis 
covered the who's of the ground. I think there 
would be no twoopinions that we should supe 
port it atonce. But J think we should advise 
the Government to take measures to watch 
immigration, and also to take measures to “pres 
vent the outbreak amongst us bere, 

The Director of Public Works—I think the 
Sanitary Board recammended the Government 
to prevent Immigration fram Macao and Hothow, 

Mr,.Fravcts said that the Government replted 
to. the ‘Permanent Committee that it was not 
Intended to apply quarantine {n relerence to 
Hothow or Macao, The subject of immigration 
was impracticable, It was a totally different 
question altogether, and passengers could enally 
get to Hongkong without being examined by 
proceeding to other ports, and the delay would 
be very short indeed, The whole of the ground 
was covered in bia resolution, as when the Board 
was once vested with the powers contalned tn 
sectloris 32 and 37, It conld make: such by-laws 
as would deal effectively with -immigratton of 
Chinese into the colony, and would enforce the 
examination of all ‘persons coming {nto the 
colony, He thought that the Board eught to 
have the necessary executive powers to do what 
the Committec did last year, and suggested that - 
tha Government should be asked to put fa force 
these sections of the Ordinance, and thus the 
direct and Immediate responsibility of saying 
who was to provide for the carrying out of the 
by-laws In case of plague would be thrown 
upon the Government. At present {t was not 
known who was to put {ntoexecation the by-laws 
{tthe disease made ita appearance in the colony, 

Mr, Francls's resolution was then put aod 
carrled nnantmounly, : 

The Vice-President aaid that about a week ago 
the members of the Board, wi'h the exception 
of Mr, Francis, advised that some stringent 
measures. should be taken to prevent Immlgra- 
on from Macao, and a letter was addressed to 
the Government on the subject. No reply had 
‘yet been recelved, He (the Vice-President) 
held to the view hehad always expressed If 
the plague came to this colony—the only safe-. 
guard Is to atop Chinese who «re likely to bring 
the plague from comine to Hongkong. They. 
bad heard a good deal of what was done at 
bome, Bot Hongkong was not London. The 
circumstances varied conalderably, and he was 
perf ctly convinced that fone got 30 or 40 of 
even only ro tases of plague {otroduced [o' this 
colony, there would be as severe an epidemic as 
there was last year. Therefore he begged to .
